DISCIPLINARY RULES IN RESPECT OF GOVERNMENT 
HIGH SCHOOL AND HIGHER SECONDARY SCHOOL 

ORDER 

No. A-1010/2-EDN.—The Administrator, Dndra and 
Nattar Haveli is hereby pleased to prescribe disciplinary 1 ales 
in respect of Government High/Higher Secondary Schools 
in Dadra and Najjar Haveli. 

SHORT TITLE & COMMENCEMENT 

1. These rules shall be called the Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
Disciplinary Rules in respect of Government High/Higher 
Secondary Schools. 

2. These rules shall come Into force with immediate 
effect. 

3. Observation of rules of discipline and Rood behaviour 
is a condition essential to a pupil’3 continuance in the 
school. 

4. The name of the pupil shall be struck, off the rolls by 
the Head Master/Principal of the school on account of con¬ 
tinued absence without leijve for more than 30 days or if he 
fails to maintain total prescribed days of attendance during 
the academic year as per Higher Secondary/Sccondarv Board 
-of Education (Gujarat State) Rules and Reflations. 

5. The Col lowing practices are sLricily forbidden. 

(a) Spitting in or near the School premises, 

(b) Disfiguring or otherwise damaging school properties. 

(c) Smoking in or near the school premises. 

(d) Any form of gambling. 

(e) Use of drugs or intoxicants. 

(fl Rowdyism and rude behaviour. 

(g) Irregular attendance. 

<h) Absurdity in words and acts, 

(i) Insubordination to teacher. 

(j) Any kind of cheating or serious misbehaviour, 

'(k) Abstinence from using uniform in the school 
Premises. 


6. The following are some of the standard forms of dis¬ 
ciplinary measures that may be adopted by the school in 
dealing with the pupils. However, in the first instance, the 
parent /guardian of the pupil should be called and told of 
the misbehaviour with a request to take care of the pupil. 
Only after this opportunity given to the parents/guardian 
fails, the following measures shall be resorted to, 

(i) Detention : 

(ii) Fine, 

(iii) Expulsion. 

(iv) Rustication. 

(v) Suspcnsion/cancellalion of scholar ship/freeship and 
other concession. 

(1) Detention :—Means detaining the child after the school 
hours or during the break in the case of neglect of class 
work. 

(ii) Line may be imposed in the following cases : 

(1) Late attendance : 

(2) Absence from class or compulsoiy games without 
proper application from the parent /guardian : 

(3) Truancy. 

(4) Wilful damage to school pioperty. 

Note :—(1) Fine not exceeding Rs. 5/- may be imposted 
in respect of cases (1) to (3) above. 

(2) In case of wijful damage to property, actual cost of 
damage may be recovered in addition to fine not exceeding 
Rs. 5'-, 

(3) The fine collected may be credited to the Students’ 1 
Welfare Fund. 

(if) Expulsion debars the pupils from being readmitted to 
the school from where he is expelled but does not proclude 
his admission! at any time to any other school, 

(iv) Rustication means that the student shall not be ad¬ 
mitted to atiy school till the expiry of the period of rustica¬ 
tion. Jt shall be resorted to in the following cases. 

(a) Pubils who are found to have secured admission 
or attempted to secure admission by means of false 
or forged leaving certificates or by false representa¬ 
tions of any kind. 
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(b) Pupils in whose case it has been found that the 
entries in the leaving certificates have been tampered 
with ; 

(c) Pupils who have been found to be guilty of fraud 
or mal-practices in connection with any public 
examination ; and 


work, steps may be taken for expulsion or rustica¬ 
tion as the case may be. 

7. The Head Masters/Principals are empowered to deal with 
the disciplinary cases in the above manner in case of all 
punishments except rustication. In case of rustication, AMt 
Director of Education is competent to pass order. 


(d) Pupils who are found guilty of gross misconduct- 

Note :—(i) Both punishments (i,c. cxpu T sion and rustication) 
shall lx* rc-orted io only in cases of grave oifences 
where there is no reasonable prospect of reforming 
the pupil o (i when his leDntion in the school is 
lieJy toL endanger iis moral tone or discipline. 

(ii) As a liiic, the form of punishments enumeraled in 
the preceeding para, should be used only after a 
teacher has exhausted the usual corrective methods 
such as advice and counsel to the pupil, expression 
of showing the teacher’s disapproval and displeasure. 
A warning may in many cases be found to be suffi¬ 
cient especially if it Is accompanied by an entry in 
his monthly progress report to the parent/guardian. 
If this fails, the head of the school shall send for 
the parent/guardian and give him reasonable oppor¬ 
tunity to reform his ward. If this also docs not 


8. Appeals : If tho parent/guardian of pupil is aggreivod by 
the order of the concerned Head Master/Principal, the appeal 
lies with the Asstt. Director of Education within 30 days 
from the date of imposing the punishment. The decision of 
the Asstt. Director of Education on such anneal will be final 
and binding The appeal against rustication order by the 
Asstt Director of Education shall be with the Collector, Tho 
period of limitation is 30 days from the date of receipt of 
order of the Asstt. Director of Education by the aggrieved 
party/concerned pupil.
